The Hon. Mr. T. H. King, Com- 
missioner of Police, has put in an 
npplication for retirement.: The 
appileation has been granted, and 
will take effect in a few weeks. 

Mr, King declined to add anything 
but confirmation to the above report 
yesterday, 


It Is reealled that Mr, King joined 
the Hongkong Police Force tn 1004 


ns of Probatloner, and rose through] Bomb 


the customary grades to be Deputy 
Superintendent in 1921 and Inspector 
Generoh, in 1936. He had acted in 
senior ranks prior to promotion and 
‘on two carly occasions he was re- 
moved from purely Police deties to 


be Acting Superintendent of Imports] de 


and Exports in 1909 and, the follow- 
ing year, OMcer for the examination 
of Assisted Emigrants in addition to 
his Police duties, : 


On the completion of 34 years’ 
service with the Police, he wus the 
recipient of the King's Police Medal 
{wo years ago. 


Mr. King was born in 1883 in 
England, cducated at Exeter School 
and King's College, and took Can- 
tonese, Urdu and Punjabi languages 
In his Clvil Service Examinationa. 
He _ was seventh In his examination 
fn England. 


. After taking his Chinese certificates | 


In Canton, a city very much_ less 
modern than St is to-day, Mr, King 
went to India to complete his studies, 
and. was In Lahore and Rawalpindi 
ond (1929 took part, with Royal 
interest. Returning to Hongkong in 
1908, he saw the curious methods 
of court procedure which pertained 
in ndjacent Chinese territory. In 
one trial of a Chinese arrested in the 
New Territories, the prisoner knelt 
on the floor of the court with a chain 
and weight locked to-his neck.
